Mrs 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt is han 
tiling the prosecution of, the govern- 
ment's cases. Her raids In'New York 
city were n,ot popular. The adminis- 
tration'is anxious nof to allow the 
prohibition controversy to grow per- 
sonal but, on the other hand, it is a 
fact that Mrs. Willebrandfs likeli- 
hood of using the.prohibition unit's 
machinery for active local enforce- 
ment is not relished by some mem- 
bers of congress who under the cir- 
cumstances 
might be inclined to 


block action at the special session.

Ciudad Juarez. Governor Leon also 
wired his acquiesence. 


The president gave as a reason 


'or his orders his desire "to free 
the country from the immoral effects 
of the rebellion." 
Another presidential proclamation 


reaffirmed a statement of Saturday 
afternoon with reference to surren- 
der of rebel troops—it must be un- 
conditional or not at all. The presi- 
dent said no surrenders would be 
accepted by the government, except 
unconditionally. 


"The disaster suffered by the re- 


bels has been of such 
magnitude 


that the rebel disintegration is grow- 
.ng of its own accord without feder- 
al assistance," the 
president said

Miami, Fla. —OP)—Coast guards- 


men who Sunday night pursued 
a 


fleeing rum craft up the Miami riv- 
er and startled riverside residents 
with a machine gun barrage faced a 
prospective inquiry Monday by Com- 
mander R. L. Jack of the United 
States Coast Guard base at Fort 
Lauderdale. 


Under the fusillade 
of "tracer" 


bullets, 
several of which 
struck 


buildings ashore and a houseboat 
moored at the river's edge, the crew 
of the liquor laden rum boat aban- 
doned the craft, which was captured 
by the coast guardsmen and given in 
charge of United States customs oill- 
cial. 


Several witnesses told stories of 


tho dash lip the river from the open 
bay. Mrs. Robert V. Latham 
was 


just retiring in her houseboat 
as 


the two speeding craft swept by. A 
bullet from the machine gun mount- 
ed on the prow of the government 
craft pierced the cabin of tho house- 
boat and embedded Itself in a wall. A 
mortuary a block and a half from 
tho river was struck by another bul- 
let, while a third struck a house 
on the river bank. None of the 200 
bullets fired struck the liquor craft.

Recommended 
Time of Year 


for This 


The season is now at hand to start 


those annuals .wanted for early effect 
in tho garden, particularly to trans- 
plant into tulip beds to give color in 
place of the yellowing leaves of the 
bulbs. 
While a little too early for 


the cold 
frame or hotbed 
in the 


Northern states, the seed box in a 
unny window may do its duty ef- 
fectively. 


Start ten weeks stocks, 
salvias 


ind verbenas for early bloom at this 
time. Snapdragons also can be got 
going to good advantage as they re- 
quire a longer growing season be- 
fore coming into full beauty 
than 


many annuals. 


Glvo them plenty of air. Cover the 


boxes with glas>s until germination 
starts. Then see that the glass Is 
raised sufficiently to admit plenty 
of air. Do not place in full sun with 
the glass over them closely. 
They 


art likely to be scalded. 


Bake the earth and sift finely be- 


fore planting the seeds. 
Place the 


rough material over a layer of little 
stones or broken flower pot in the 
bottom of the box and the fine soil 
above this. Firm before planting the 
seed. On cold nights move the seed 
box away from the window. The 
boxes do not need sun until the seeds 
begin to germinate. 
They may be 


kept in any convenient place until 
the sprouts begin to show, but at 
this time they must be moved to the 
light. 


Don't sow seed too thickly. 
Sow 


thinly and sow in rows. The seed 
box can be ruled off into rows an 
inch or half inch apart and it will be 
much easier to transplant from rows 
with less loss than if you have 
to 


dig into a thick arid broadcast plant- 
ing. 


Cover seeds double their thickness. 


Do not bury too deep. Fine seeds 
merely press on the Mirface of the 
soil. Water the boxes by dipping 
them in a tub or pan of water, not 
by pouring water on the surface. 


Be sure that the seed boxes have 


ample drainage so that 
watering 


them from below in this manner is 
a simple and practical process. Too 
much water is death to seedlings. 
Keep them moist but not wet.

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NOT-MUCH CAN BE EXPECTED 


The legislature has passed a bill pro- 


viding for .investigation into all state 
campaigns back to 1924. It was accept- 
ed by the assembly almost unanimous- 
ly. It is said Gov. Kohler will sign the 
bill, having indorsed a move of this 
kind both 'before ,ahd after his election. 


In principle it is a good thing to do, 


but in practice it is apt to turn out un- 
satisfactorily. 
After considering the 


fiasco presented by the' rival charges 
and alleged inquiries into campaign ir- 
regularities of the recent election, one 
wonders just how much can be intrust- 
ed to investigators of such matters at 
any time and what benefits if any arc 
to be expected. 


The investigation can hardly fail to 


degenerate into a continuation of the 
factional conflict which'has distressed 
Wisconsin so much in recent years. If 
it were possible to have a wholly im- 
partial jnquiry into political practices 
and campaign methods over the period 
contemplated, doubtless some good 
would be accomplished. We cannot, 
however, bring ourselves to believe 
that such an investigation is feasible. 
We cannot help feeling it will prove to 
be a political gesture without results. 
However, since it is the will of' the leg- 
islature there is only one thing to do, 
and that is to let matters take their 
course and see what happens. 


FOWLER'S APPOINTMENT , 
Gov. Kohler has made an excellent 


choice in awarding the honor to Judge 
Chester A. Fowler of Fond du Lac. 
Judge Fowler is a man-of high reputa- 
tion, and ability and has a record that 
makes him worthy of advancement. 
We have no doubt he will contribute 
his full share to the prestige long en- 
joyed by the supreme court- of the 
state. He represents the Fox River val- 
ley, which was certainly entitled to 
consideration in the appointment. 


For many years Judge Fowler has 


been the head of the association of cir- 
cuit judges of Wisconsin. He. is a Dem- 
ocrat, and that probably had consider- 
able to do with his selection. Although 
the supreme court is a non-partisan 
body, the political complexion of its 
personnel had become entirely one- 
sided.

MORE DAYLIGHT SAVING 


A recent survey indicates that the 


daylight saving movement is grooving. 
Some communities which practiced it 
two years ago have discarded the cus- 
tom now, but so many others have tak- 
en it up that there is an actual increase 
in the area where it is used. During the 
coming summer, the survey . shows, 
more than 25,000,000 persons in this 
country will be rising, working and 
playing on daylight saving schedules. 


It is in the cities that daylight sav- 


ing is popular. The rural districts find 
it something of a hardship. 
Farmers 


have always made use of the daylight 
hours. They were up and at the chores 
with , the rising sun—ahead of it in 
some seasons—long before city work- 
ers discovered the advantages of such 
thrift. Daylight saving in to\yns makes 
it necessary for farmers to get their 
garden, orchard and dairy products to 
the city an hour earlier in the morning, 
a feat neither easy nor comfortable for 
people whose work regularly begins 
about as early as possible. 
. iPcrhaps, in time, cities that now 
turn their clocks ahead in.the spring 
and back in the fall.will make it a year- 
round reform, simply shifting the stan- 
dard time belt in which they normally 
lie. That is what happened in the east- 
ern part of Ohio, formerly a central 
time region, and now in the eastern 
time belt. It would not eliminate the 
farmers.' 
difficulties, but at least it 


would end much confusion, since rail- 
roads and local businesses would then 


in harmony. 


EDUCATION SHORT CUTS 


Short cuts in education—hasty steps 


by school officials, impromptu acts of 
expediency by teachers, snapshot judg- 


_ nient by parents of pupils—often prove 


the longestNvay to the goal. Ill-consid- 


' ered short cuts can lead to disturbing 


consequences, and in many instances, 
to waste of community funds, to im- 
pairment of school morale, to a wrong 
attitude on the part of the pupils. 


Short cuts in the schools can be as 


detrimental as in any other activity of 
life. That they can be the bane of ex- 
istence is evidenced in our daily lives 
by the jaywalker who perils his life to 
cross the street in mid-block; the fel- 
low who tramples the lawn at street 
corners; the chap who dashes zig-zag- 
gcuiy through crov>ucu traffic just to 
gain a second of time; the automobile 
driver who takes the turn at fifty an 
hour with consequent strain on offside 
tires. 


There is the misguided youth who 


washes the starboard side of his face 
and neglects the highways and byways 
of ears and neck; the individual who 
jumps the closing chapter of a book to 
know how the plot comes out; who 
wants to leap headlong into the game 
but is loath to undergo the necessary 
period of training; who indulges in 
snap judgment rather than endure the 
discomfort of thinking his way to a 
logical conclusion. 


^Short-sighted short cuts find their 


parallel in the schools. The new mem- 
ber of the school board who wants to 
control the schodl policies before 
he 


has become acquainted with the school 
needs through experience is taking a 
short cut. The teacher who wishes to 
get into the school system through in- 
fluence of friends or other means be- 
fore she has prepared herself by prop- 
er training and practice-teaching is 
taking the'short cut. The pupil 'who 
quits school in order to get &> earning 
money is-taking the short cut. 
The 


parents who want the child passed on 
to the next succeeding grade in spite 
of the fact that the child's foundation 
is not adequate is advocating the short 
cut. The pupil who loafs in school and 
manages to get through to graduation 
partly on bluff is taking the short cut. 


The school officials who promote 


policies tempered by local pressure, 
where these arc not for the best inter- 
ests of the young people, are taking 
short cuts. The executive who sacri- 
fice^, the school's interests for public 
favor is taking the- shoft cut. 
The 


teacher who goes direct to the board of 
education on school problems, or the 
school official who deals directly with 
the teacher rather than through the 
regular channel of the superintendent's 
office,' is taking the short cut. The par- 
ent who condones antagonistic senti- 
ment to school or teacher on the part of 
the pupil is encouraging that pupil to 
take the short cut. The community un- 
willing to finance adequately the de- 
serving school program is taking the 
short cut. The school district which af- 
fords a six-month school while its 
neighbors operate nine-month is taking 
the short cut. The parent who unloads 
on the school all responsibility for 
pupil attendance, progress and be- 
havior is taking the short cut. 


The business of education is a sea- 


soned profession, evolved by thinking 
men and women, based upon years of 
research and experience. Advocates oi*~ 
short cuts in it should think before 
lending support to doubtful departures.

DOES A BUNION COME OUT OR 


^ SET IN? 


Some years ago I used to receive 


many inquiucs in every day's mail 
aboiit bunion. Today I believe the 
number 
of inquiries 
about 
that 


scarcely exceeds the number I re- 
ceive about the 
management 
of 


croup. It seems 
that bunions and 


crop" are both going out of fashion. 
In fact they are 
out of fashion, if 


not quite extinct. In my early years 
of practice croup 
gave me a good 


many calls, and even typhoid fever 
helped to pay the rent. Today 
a 


young doctor would scarcely iccog- 
nlze these curious 
diseases if he 


were to encounter 
them. A case of 


typhoid fever 
at present warrants 


suspicion, and an outDreak of sever- 
rl cases warrants action for damages 
from negligence. 


A correspondent writes: "I am a 


girl of fifteen and 
I have bunions 


coming out on my feet. 
Please let 


me kow what I can use to get rid 
of them." What is more remarkable, 
she writes from a place famous for 
shoe manufacturing. 


Many share this 
little lady's no- 


tion that a bunion 
grows on the 


foot. In that belief people .sometimes 
attempt to treat or cure bunion with 
a good corn remedy. A bunion does 
not come out or grow or sprout on 
the foot; It is a 
deformity of the 


foot. 


It is cruel and horrible to ridicule 


a rcformity for 
which tlic victim 


himself is not to blame. Only chil- 
dren too >oung to know, and older 
persons of deficient mentality, feel or 
show cither amusement or dislike or 
contempt for a deformed individual. 
Dut just the same anybody should 
be a&hamed of a bunion in this, day 
of hygiene even in footwear. A bun- 
ion is a deformity for which the vic- 
tim himself is to blame, or his guar- 
dian is. In my estimation a bunion is 
a hideous deformity compared with 
hunchback or clubfoot or congenital 
hip disease, because neither the vic- 
tim nor his guardian is in any way 
to blame for any of these other de- 
formities. I place victims of bunion 
only a little lusher In the scale of in- 
telligence than those sordid or mis- 
guided folk who voluntarily submit 
to the mutilation of 
tatoomg as a 


personal adornment. 


The cause of bunion is the habit 


of wearing shoes that do not con- 
form even reasonably well with the 
shape and size of tho feet. The main 
fault in such s,hoes is that the soles 
arc pointed, unlike any human foot 
that ever grew. The next fault is 
Lhat the shoes force 
abduction of 


liaving straight or nearly straight 
inner borders 
from heel to tip of 


great toe the forward part of the 
shoe is twisted or turned outward 
and the toes have 
to follow if the 


customer wears the freak shoes. 


Bunion is essentially a partial dis- 


location of the creat too joint, with 
thickening of the ends oftlie bones 
of the joint and usually an inflamed 
or infected bm>a upon the joint. 


If taken licfoic the joint has quite 


ost its function and form, incipient 
or beginning bunion may he cured 
>y discarding all unhygienic shoes. 
rather than by sjoing without shoes, 
or wearing only 
hygienic footwear. 


Established bunion can he cured only 
>y operation, excision ot the thicken- 
ed head of the nearer 
bon* of the 


joint, removal of the infected bursa, 
und rcU'iition of tlie Joint in su-.tnbta j 
drc&Mn? for two w oeKs.

A NEW PORTRAIT OF FRANCIS 


BACON 


I have read many biographies of 


Francis Bacon but never so scathing 
a one as the incidental portrait of 
him included in Lytton Strachey's 
latest book. "Elizabeth and Essex." 
Bacon comes out of that ordeal so 
black and with so little character 
left that it will take many, many 
pages to wash him clean. 


It is quite easy to see why Bacon 


should have enthusiastic apologists. 
Tho process is something like this. 
The student reads Bacon's^ essays 
in college and, if he is that kind 
of a student, he is overcome with ad- 
miration for the genius of the man. 
Kor Bacon 
was 
authentically 
a 


genius. So far as I know no one has 
ever denied that. Then if the stu- 
dent drinks more deeply 
at that 


fountain of learning his admiration 
grows and grows. In time he rec- 
ognizes Bacon as one of tho choice 
intellectual spirits of all time. He 
looks upon him as a hero of thought. 


It is only a step from admiration 


of the man's work to admiration of 
the 'man. 
Bacon has had many 


fanatical worshippers. 
Many have 


gone so far as to ascribe all the 
best thought of the Elizabethan age 
to him. 
Elaborate attempts have 


been made and are being made to- 
day to 
pro\c that Bacon 
wrote 


Shakespeare's plays. 
He 
was so 


~rcat a man. his admirers claim, that 
no one cls~ couIO have written the 
greatest plays of all time. 


Lytton Strachey does not s«y a 


single word about the 
claim that 


Paeon wrote 
Shakespeare 
but I 


would be \vjlling to bet a reasonable 
sum that he thinks all such claims 
moonshine. As he portroys Bacon the 
latter was completely 
lacking in 


•hose qualities th.it were needed for 
the matchless poetry of the Plays, j 
Hacon. in other words, was almost 
complete mind and almost no heart. 
Great i>oetry la based 
largely on 


cmotipn. 


The essays are the matchless fruit 


of a matchless lofeician; Jjicy 
are 


completely lacking in that kind of 
thinking Shakcsrcare describes In 
his famous line. "The pnets's eye 
in a fine frenzy rolling." There was 
i.evcr any frenzy about Bacon; he 
was- always cold clear, logical.

It meant nothing that the 
carl had been his friend and protec- 
tor. 
Bacon,, as Strachey portrays 


him. saw clearly that it would be 
brst for his own political career ;f 
he could help convict the earl and 
nothing else mattered. 


It is not a pleasant portrait. The 


fact that Bacon was a cad does not 
make him any the less of a genius. 
A work of art written by a criminal 
may be as great as one written by 
a saint. But after Strachcy's por- 
trait it is hardly possible to allow 
admiration for the man's work to be 
confused with admiiation for the 
man.

RADIO SPECTRUM 


MAY BE DUE FOR 
NEW REALIGNMENT 


Proposed Shakeup Would 


Make Room for 
More 


Broadcasting Stations 


BY ROBERT M^CK

Washington — The much-jostled and 


disturbed broadcasting spectrum may 
undergo another sweeping re-align- 
ment that will spell the doom of the 
cleared channel, if contemplated ex- 
periments 4>rove successful. 


Despite the unquestioned improve- 


ment brought about by the nation- 
wide re-allocation of last November 
in which 94 per cent of the 600-odd 
stations were switched about, this 
new shake-up is being 
seriously 


considered — not to Improve reception 
bu. to make room for more sta- 
tions. 


Synchronization, or thi simul- 


taneous operation of more than one 
high powered station on a cleared 
channel, is the basis for the new 
movement. 
It has the support of 


two of the three present members 
of the commission, Chairman Robin- 
son, and Commissioner Sykes. Com- 
missioner Lafoun' opposes it. 


Under the November re-allocation 


40 cleared channels were set nsldc 
for the exclusive operation of high 
powered stations with one station to' 
a channel during evening hours. This 
was to provide good service to dis- 
tant listeners, particularly the farm- 
er, free of interference. Now the 
contention is that stations can- so 
adjust and control their signals as 
ti> prevent heterodyning or "whist- 
ling" and thus operate simultane- 
ously on the same channel with only 
negligible distortion in a 
very re- 


stricted area. 


The plan, it is understood, is to as- 


sign, experimentally, two stations, 
of 5000 watts or more on opposite 
sides of the country on 
a single 


channel. By use of high grade crys- 
tal control apparatus these stations 
would endeavor to stick 
to their 


frequency with as little deviation as 
possible. 


If this deviation, irt the case of 


each station, can be kept to less 
than 10 cycles or so, It Is thought 
synchronization would be effected. 
at present the commission allows 
stations to deviate 500 cycles. 


ENGINEERS DOUBTFUL. 


Engineers have 
contended that 


synchronization is not here on a 
practical basis, although notable re- 
salts have been obtained in isolated 
cases. Tet the commissioners sup- 
porting the proposal maintain that 
radio in advertently has learned a 
lesson from the experience of the two 
General Electric company 
stations, 


WGY at Schenectady, N. 
Y., and 


KGO in Oakland, Calif. By order of 
the court of appeals here, the com- 
mission assigned these stations to 
the same channel, despit« the com- 
mission's contention that ruinous in- 
terference would result with a 50,000 
watt and 10,000 watt station trans- 
mitting- on a 
single channel 
at 


night. 
Strangely, few complaints 


h Ve been heard since November 11, 
although the service areas of the 
stations have been lessened. Gen- 
eral Electric engineers attribute the 
success to practical synchronization. 


If these experiments prove suc- 


cessful, the commission may throw 
the cleared channel into the dis- 
card, except perhaps for a few for 
super-powered "national" 
stations. 


Should it be found that a station on 
tl e Pacific coast and another on the 
Atlantic can synchronize with little 
effect, then the procedure will be 
broadened and experiments will be 
conducted with three and even four 
stations on a channel.

COMMITTEE HOLDS 
"LOAN SHARK" LAW 
SHOULD BE RETAINED 


Recommendations of Group 


Are Submitted After Six- 
months Study 


Madison—M5)— Recommendations 


to the legislature that the uniform 
small loans of "loan shark" law, as 
it was called by opponents, be re- 
tained in its present form, 
were 


made Monday by a "citizens com- 
mittee" that has just completed a 
.six-months investigation into 
the 


workings of the act. 


The committee was headed by Fred 


M. Wilcox, chairman of the state 
industrial comm ssion and John R. 
Commons, University of Wisconsin 
economist. 
The investigation 
and 


report were made under personal di^ 
rcction of Prof. Commons and were 
carried on and prepared by Margaret 
Pryor, of the university department 
of economics and Burr Blackburn, 
former executive secretary of 
the 


Georgia council of social agencies. 


The principal points in the findings 


favorable to the law, which oppon- 
ents claim allows 42 per cent inter- 
est charge, were these: 


In every community a large num- 


ber of families'must have access to 
funds to meet emergencies 
which 


cannot be foreseen or prevented or 
insured against by savings. 


Facilities for re-flnaricing debts in 


Wisconsin other than provided In 
the small loan law, are entirely in- 
adequate to meet the emergent needs 
of families. 


The money secured from licensed 


companies 
is used not to buy for 


cash, but to refinance debts already 
contracted. 


The money thus obtained is repaid 


without depriving the families of 
the means of existence and without 
harsh collection methods. 


The interest charged 
by licenses 


companies is not relatively as high 
as it appears. Under this finding the 
committee reported: 
"The actual 


cost of interest on $100 repaid 
in 


twelve monthly installments under 
the small loan law is not $42, as it 
would appear. Since the interest is 
only collected on unpaid balances, 
the cost is $22.25 at 3% per cent a 
month. 


Study of the volume of business 


and earnings of the licensed com- 
panies indicates that a combination 
of larger volume and cheap^capital 
is necessary 
before 
extraordinary 


profit appears, and that this combi- 
nation is causing voluntary reduc- 
tions of interest artes.

Much -of the foreign preparations, 
however, probably will be unneces- 
sary In view of the statements from 
those close to the administration 
that revision upward will be moder- 
ate and confined to comparatively 
few commodities. 


Canada is deeply concerned over 


the demands addressed to congress 
for higher duties on goods imported 
from "the dominion. It Is believed the 
present ' liberal^ government at Ot- 
tawa would be forced into some sort 
of tariff reprisals if schcedules were 
raised against Canadian products. 


As a favored customer, the dis- 


pleasure of Canada is not to be light- 
ly overlooked. The dominion bought 
goods from the United States valued 
at $830.270,654 in the 12 months end- 
ed February 28, 1929. This was a 
gain over the 
preceding year of 


$136.861,490. 


Canada sent this country

valued at $495,11)1,745, a gain of only 
$16,956,682.
